An Ex-President Flies Home 


Johnsons Burden Disappeared '4 Seconds After Oath

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - The 


trappings of power were still 
there—the big blue and white 
presidential jet, the historic seal 
of office, the Secret Service, the 
special 
communications 
ma- 


chines, the special attentions of 
a solicitous crew. 


But the burdens of power 


were gone. The man with the 
bag for Armageddon was gone. 
It made all the difference. The 
plane felt lighter. 


Flying home from Washington 


history, Lyndon B. Johnson and 
his family reflected an admix- 
ture of weary exaltation, relief, 
liberation and nostalgia. They 
were returning to Texas in the 
same plane in which the 36th 
President of the United States 
took his oath of office five years 
end two months ago in Dallas, 
the same plane on which he flew 
to Washington with the body 
and the widow of the 35th Presi- 
dent. 


If that somber fact gave them 


k special feeling of coming full 
cycle, they did not express it. 
But they did talk of their last 
moments.in the White House, 
the last special little things they 
did and their thoughts on leav- 
ing. 


The former President said he 


felt "different *ithin four sec- 
onds" after President Nixon 
took his oath. Running through 
Us mind, he said, was his con- 
cern for the new Chief Executive 
and the problems he faced. 


Also, Johnson said, he felt 


"great relief" that the problems 
were no longer his, that he 
could now roam his ranch with- 
out being followed by "the man 
with the bag." This referred to 
the ever-present companion of 
presidents who carries the se- 
cret code by which orders would 
be transmitted in event of nu- 
clear attack. 


Johnson e x h i b i t e d fresh 


scratches on his tends. He ex- 
ulted in the memory of the 
crowds who came to see him off 
h Washington, the people who 


said, "God bless you, Mr. Presi- 
dent," the people who in grab- 
bing for his hands scratched 
them. No man ever.minded in- 
jury less. "People are so good," 
he said. 


He exhibited little trace of the 


President who last March 31 
renounced another term in the 
White House in the hope that his 
renunciation could help unite a 
bitterly divided nation. 


"It was our decision, our 


choico," he said. "Our time had 
come. 


"Things now are a lot better 


than we had expected. Substan- 
tive peace talks have begun in 
Paris. The astronauts are back 
safely from the moon. Cambo- 
dia has turned our men loose. 
Now we just hope that good 
things will happen for Mr. Nix- 
on." 


Mrs. Johnson, 
holding her 


husband's-hand, recalled that on 
her last morning in the White 
House she arose one hour ear- 
lier to wander alone through her 
favorite rooms, especially the 


yellow Oval Room, with its 
sweeping view of the Washing-

Italian dancing classes and 
Italian music. 


Rabbi Applbaum, 59, presi-

Johnson's Burden Disappeared '4 Seconds After Oath

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - The 


trappings of power were still 
there—the big blue and white 
presidential jet, the historic seal 
of office, the Secret Service, the 
special 
communications

chines, the special attentions of 
a solicitous crew. 


But the burdens of power 


were gone. The man with the 
bag for Armageddon was gone. 
It made all the difference. The 
plane felt lighter. 


Flying home from Washington 


history, Lyndon B. Johnson and 
his family reflected an admix- 
ture of weary exaltation, relief, 
liberation and nostalgia. They 
were returning to Texas in the 
same plane in which the 36th 
President of the United States 
took his oath of office five years 
and two months ago in Dallas, 
the same plane on which he flew 
to Washington with the body 
and the widow of the 35th Presi- 
dent. 


If that somber fact gave them 


& special feeling of coming full 
cycle, they did not express it. 
But they did talk of their last 
moments in the White House, 
the last special little things they 


. did'and their thoughts on leav- 
ing. 


The former President said he 


felt "different within four sec- 
onds" after President Nixon 
took his oath. Running through 
his mind, he said, was his con- 
cern for the new Chief Executive 
and the problems he faced. 
. 


Also, Johnson said, he felt 


"great relief" that the problems 
were no longer his, that he 
could now roam his ranch with- 
out being followed by "the man 
with the bag." This referred to 
the ever-present companion of 
presidents who carries the se- 
cret code by which orders would 
be transmitted in event of nu- 
clear attack. 


Johnson e x h i b i t e d fresh 


scratches on his hands. He ex- 
ulted in the memory of the 
crowds who came to see him off 
in Washington, the people who 


said, "God bless you, Mr. Presi- 
dent," the people who in grab- 
bing for his hands scratched 
them. No man ever minded in- 
jury less. "People are so good," 
he said. 


He exhibited little trace of the 


President who last March 31 
renounced another term in the 
White House in the hope that his 
renunciation could help unite a 
bitterly divided nation. 


"It was our decision, our 


choice," he said. "Our time had 
come. 


"Things now are a lot better 


than we had expected. Substan- 
tive peace talks have begun in 
Paris. The astronauts are back 
safely from the moon. Cambo- 
dia has turned our men loose. 
Now we just hope that good 
things will happen for Mr. Nix- 
on."

Johnson, holding her 


husband's hand, recalled that on 
her last morning in the White 
House she arose one hour ear- 
lier to wander alone through her 
favorite rooms, especially the 


yellow Oval Room, 
with its

recalled that the last thing she 
packed was a book entitled "Ev- 
erything To Live For."

On the domestic scene the critical 
need to manage our economy in a manner 
to decelerate inflation without bringing 
about recession, to reevaluate all of the 
Great Society programs to eliminate the 
chaff and retain those which can be made 
effective, and to offer all of our nation's 
poor and disadvantaged something con- 
crete in the way of encouragement instead 
of pie-in-the-sky promises. 


But these represent only a partial list of 


problems which must be attended to in the 
next few days or weeks or at the most 
months. On an overall basis, there is the 
overwhelming need to unify this nation 


Jhe Auto Jax Plan 


Anyone with the slightest knowledge of 


legislative politics can predict with abso- 
lute certainty that the proposed property 
tax on motor vehicles will have a dubious if 
not hostile reception in the legislature. 
Perhaps it \vill be the most difficult of the 
proposals of the Tarr task force for the 
improvement of local government financial 
problems to assure an objective hearing. 


We are no more anxious than our 


neighbors to pay more taxes. But the 
situation that confronts the state-local 
finance arrangement today does not involve 
a choice. There will be i"ore taxation. 
There is no way that it can be avoided. The 
issue is whether we will continue to burden 
the real estate owner, while continuing the 
favored status of other forms of property, 
notable among which is the ubiquitous 
automobile. 


The rationale of the Tarr Commission 


on this subject may be more easily compre- 
hended in the perspective of the history of 
automobile taxation in Wisconsin. 


Originally the auto was regarded as 


taxable property by the local government 
taxing jurisdiction, even as the home, and 
more pertinently, the garage of the typical 
Wisconsin home-owner is now liable for the 
assessor's attentions. The statutory ar- 
rangements lor local taxation of motor 
vehicles were abandoned not out of any 
reason of equity, or favoritism, but as a 
matter of realistic appreciation that such a 
highly mobile piece of property could 
easily be kept out of the sight and from the 
knowledge of the assessor on assessment 
day. 


Long ago, therefore, the legislature 


conceived the idea of a state motor vehicle 


toward great purposes, and to reestablish 
our image abroad. 


Since his election Mr. Nixon has shown 


no signs of being dismayed by these 
responsibilities. His eight years of exper- 
ience as vice-president followed by another 
eight as candidate for the presidency have 
undoubtedly given him a deep understand- 
ing of the role of the presidency and how 
such problems must be approached. We 
have witnessed therefore a well-organized, 
calm and deliberate preparation for the 
assumption of power by the new admin- 
istration, and this has had its effects on the 
citizenry of the country in calming our 
nerves and easing our tensions.

His leave-taking in 
Washington has been dignified and devoid 
of dramatics, probably reflecting the fact 
that he made his own decision to retire 
from public We almost a year ago. 


We wish Mr. Johnson a long and 


rewarding life as the third living ex- 
president of this nation. And we extend to 
Mr. Nixon our deepest understanding and 
respect and hope as he embarks upon his 
tasks. 


registration law, with a fee requirement. A 
part of the revenue thus collected was 
returned to the localities to compensate 
them for the loss of the motor vehicle 
valuations on their local tax rolls. 


But since that time fiscal conditions 


have changed so radically that the Wiscon- 
sin registration fee of $18 is low both 
comparatively, and absolutely. It is low 
when measured against the charges in 
many other states. It is absurdly low, and 
discriminatory, when it is measured against 
the equivalent tax liability of homes, or 
commercial and industrial properties, or 
land, or other forms of personal property 
including mercantile and industrial inven- 
tories. 


The taxing pressures on such other 


categories of property are becoming un- 
bearable in many communities, which is 
the reason why the Tarr task force was 
given a mandate for devising an improve- 
ment in local finance arrangements. Its 
conclusion is that a value tax on automo- 
biles should be returned to localities, to 
help in the construction and maintenance 
of local roads and streets which are now 
supported in part in the typical community 
by taxes on real property. The report 
suggests, moreover, that the money be sent 
where the traffic and the street costs are, 
rather than on a mechanical mileage 
formula that favors many of the lesser used 
roads. No doubt the idea of the auto tax 
will be resisted bitterly But it deserves a 
fair examination by those thoughtful citi- 
zens who have an understanding of the 
increasingly critical nature of the local 
fiscal problem in most of the state. 


Long-Range Effects of Defoliation 


Despite some expressed concern that it 


might be interpreted as interference in 
politics, the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science has decided to 
launch an extensive study of the effects of 
the defoliation program by the United 
States in Vietnam. 


When Senator Barry Goldwater men- 


tioned such a program during the 
1964 


presidential campaign, he astounded and 
appalled many Americans. But such a 
program of spraying areas of forest and 
jungle with herbicides was inaugurated in 
1965 and has increased every year since. In 
1965-66, the United States reportedly spent 
$12.5 million on herbicides. The Defense 
Department's budget for 1968-69 is $70.8 
million for the herbicide program. 


There are two reasons why the defolia- 


tion program was adopted. First, it aimed 
at destroying crops and depriving the 
Viet Cong of food. Second, it was to be a 
help in finding the Viet Cong by destroying 
the umbrella of jungle. The first aim seems 
remote and self-defeating since there are 
no lines of battle in South Vietnam and 
crops denied to the Viet Cong are also 
denied to the peasants presumably on*our 
side. There has been no extensive report on 
the success or effectiveness of the second 
aim. 


But the scientists are concerned about 


the long-range effects of the 
defoliation 


program 


There already has been one report on 


the changes in Vietnamese ecology made by 
Fred Tschirley, assistant chief of crop 
protection service of the Department of 
Agriculture Research Service. Tschirley 
found that about 16 per cent of the 
deciduous forests in Vietnam and 34 per 
cent of the mangroves have been sprayed at 
least once by herbicides. He predicted that 
temperatures would rise and winds would 
increase in those areas. Unless sprayed 
more than once, the deciduous trees are not 
killed but the mangroves are and it will 
take at least 20 years for them to be re- 
stored. Ground cover is not much affected 
but there probably will be some amount of 
erosion, especially where the mangrove 
forests once stood. 


But the AAAS wants a deeper study 


based on the interrelation of plants, 
animals and the natural environment. We 
already know the wide-ranging effects of 
pesticides in our lakes and streams. What 
happens to the fish in Vietnamese waters, 
to the animal life which is beneficial to 
man, to the soil which must support a large 
population? 


Efforts to save American lives in this 


war must be as extensive as possible. But 
the AAAS study is warranted simply on 
the grounds that at least we will know what 
we are doing if the defoliation program is 
an effective military procedure. We do not 
believe we must destroy Vietnam in order 
to save it but we should be sure that isn't 
what we are doing.

Kraft Writes 
Transition of Administrations Has 
Resulted in Easing of Pressures

WASHINGTON - The tran- 


sition from the Johnson to the 
Nixon administration has been 
less than perfect But it has 
achieved what the country 
most needed. 


There has been an easing of 


tempers, a making of room for 
the impulses of charity and 
forbearance. The ground has 
been prepared for an era of 
better feeling. 


The chief blemish of the 


transition is that it caused a 
virtual hiatus in two important 
areas of national business. It 
really was not necessary to 
wait nine weeks before the 
Saigon authorities and Nation- 
al Liberation Front could join 
the United States and North 
Vietnam at the Paris peace 
talks. An accord between the 
incoming and outgoing Presi- 
dents could have settled that 
matter within a few days of 
the e l e c t i o n . Negotiations 
would now be much further 
along, and the bad-mouthing 
between Washington and Sai- 
gon which made a propaganda 
harvest for the other side 
could have been pretty much 
avoided. 
TALKS WITH RUSSIA 


Secondly, a g r e e m e n t be- 


tween the new team and the 
old could have set in motion, 
at a technical level, talks 
between the United States and 
Russia on limiting offensive 
and defensive strategic mis- 
siles. Now the Nixon admin- 
istration will have to start 
from scratch. And that means 
digging out from under a 
heavy burden of rhetoric about 
"nuclear superiority" and the 
"security gap." 


These missed opportunities, 


however, are small beer com- 
pared to the mood that has 
been 
engendered. 
Almost 


everywhere, there are abun- 
dant signs of a winding down 
of pressure. 


The incoming Nixon men 


seem relaxed and almost mel- 


low. Having won power, they 
are moving to make new 
appointments at a pace that 
suggests they are almost re- 
luctant to take over.

The only reasonable expla- 


nation is that he and his 
advisers have reviewed the 
figures and have concluded 
that the total will be so great 
as to shock the electorate of 
the state — unless there is 
some softening up as in the 
succession of press releases 
from the executive department 
lately. 
WENT BEYOND ESTIMATES 


First, the governor disclosed 


that there will be a need for 
deficiency appropriations be- 
cause expenditures for the 
present term went beyond the 
estimates given to the legisla- 
ture when the appropriations 
\vere made. Such estimates 
are inherently difficult, 
as 


other governors have learned 
to their dismay That is why 
the legislature a u t h o r i z e s 
"s u m sufficient" appropria- 
tions. 


Some of the deficiency, the 


governor and his department 
chieftains say, related to fac- 
tors that could not have been 
anticipated when the estimat- 
ing was done. Nevertheless, it 
means that there will be at 
least $50 million of money to 
be raised by the new legisla- 
ture that technically was the 
responsibility of its predeces- 
sor. 


Then came the second in- 


stallment of the governor's 
unusual a n d voluntary ac- 
counting before the due date, 
in which he disclosed that it 
will require $266 million more 
during the next two years "to 
do exactly what we are doing 
now, for the same number of 
people " 
SHOCKER STILL TO COME 


That was a shocker, no 


doubt, to some persons, but 
the final disclosure was yet to 
corne. 


The state won't be "doing 


what we are doing now, for 
the same number of. people" 
during the next two year*. 
There will be thousands of 
additional students at all lev- 
els of higher education, with 
per capita costs exploding in 
all directions, more patient* in 
institutions, the opening of new 
institutions, and other factors 
including the enlargement of 
formula aids to local unite of 
government. 


Thus even without inventing 


new kinds of services — and 
no legislature that ever sat 
has failed to do that — there 
will be required another $190 
million during the next two 
years. 
CANCELS OUT GROWTH 


There will be some increase 


in state revenues because of 
economic 
growth. But the 


careful observer is inclined to 
believe 
that 
the 
economic 


growth factor will be cancelled 
out by the fact of the $50 
million or more in deficiency 
appropriations plus the $50 
million in surplus with which 
the state started the present 
biennium and has now spent. 


Thus the conclusion is that 


the state will somehow be 
required to find the historic 
sum of about $450 million 
during the next two years 
unless it manages somehow to 
cut back spending. No legisla- 
ture since the depression of 
the 1930s with its more com- 
pelling urgency has ever man- 
aged to do that. 


What, then, is the answer? 
The answer is that there 


looms before the governor and 
the legislature a pressure for 
new taxation in a jump that is 
unprecedented even if the fac- 
tor of the deflation of the 
dollar is taken into account, 
REQUIRES TAX HIKE 


It will require an extension 


of the sales tax to include all 
except the customarily exempt 
items, such as food and cloth- 
ing, plus a greater boost in the 
personal income tax than has 
ever been enacted before, plus 
all the excises that can be 
scraped together, big and lit- 
tle. 


When it comes time for the 


governor to make such discon- 
certing disclosures 
i n 
his 


budget presentation to the 
legislature, he will doubtless 
note that other states in other 
parts of the country confront 
similar 
problems. In New 


York, for example, the liberal 
Gov. 
Rockefeller is talking 


about a cutback in expendi- 
tures. 


These may make good de- 


baters' points, but they are not 
likely to have much effect on 
the man on the street who got 
the impression during the last 
year that everything was jolly 
in Madison.

Skilled Hands Vital 


To Our Society Today

The weekly digest, "Quote," 


recently reprinted a paragraph 
by Hubbard Cobb, editor of 
The American Home. Cobb 
pointed out that not everyone 
can become a successful nu- 
clear physicist or surgeon or 
businessman, and went on to 
say: 


"The 
individual who can 


work with bis hands is just as 
important to our society as the 
individual who works with his 
mind. A pair of skilled hands 
is more valuable to society 
than the output of a second- 
rate mind." 


I couldn't agree more, but I 


would like to have seen how 
Cobb pursued this line of 
thought. Because it seems to 
me that our society may pay 
lip-service to the s k i l l e d 
craftsman, but at the same 
time denies him any true 
social status — and this is why 
he is a vanishing species. 


A good barber, for instance, 


is a necessary and noble 
creature; yet not one Ameri- 
can barber in 100 Knows his 
business, and the only satis- 
factory ones I have found 
were E u r o p e a n in origin. 
American boys don't want to 
go into barbering, because it 
lacks a certain social cachet 
we deem more important than 
pride of craftsmanship. 


Good cooks are desperately 


short in American restaurants, 
for the same reason. With the 
highest standard of living in 
the world, we have the most 
abominable cuisine, even in 
the biggest cities. 


Nobody here wants to be a 


chef, just as nobody wants to 
be a barber. A truly skilled 
carpenter is increasingly hard 
to find, and a mason nearly 
impossible. Roofers can't re- 
cruit trainable employes, and 
any home-owner who has bad 
I, ' 


spout-and-gutter trouble knows 
how deplorably low the stan- 
dard of craftsmanship is in 
this important area. 


The cult of the white-collar 


has been a self-defeating one 
— for now that our affluent 
society can afford the best, we 
lack the people to provide it 
for us, or to service it after 
we get it. Because we look 
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down on manual work, ottr 
tailors clothe us poorly, our 
cooks feed us vilely, our 
barbers crop us barbarously, 
cur shoe-repairers are a dying 
breed, and our appHance- 
fixers are futile when they are 
not fraudulent. (I know a man 
with a $7,000 new car who took 
it to the garage four times to 
be "fixed" for the same 
thing.) 


Giving * such people more 


money is not the answer, tar a 
good chef nowadays can com- 
mand a salary many a junior 
executive would envy. It is
